2.40(b)(2) Attending Veterinarian and Adequate Veterinary Care....DIRECT.... 
repeated failure to establish and maintain programs of veterinarian care that use appropriate 
methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries (March 12, 2013) 

3.1(c)(1)(h) Housing Facilities. General... .repeated failure to maintain surfaces free of jagged edges 
and sharp points that might injure the animals 

3.1(c)(2) Housing Facilities, Genera!.... repeated failure to maintain surfaces so they can be readily 
cleaned and sanitized or replaced when worn or soiled 

3.3(a) Sheltered Housing Facilities.... DIRECT ....repeated failure to sufficiently heat or 
cool the sheltered part of sheltered housing facilities to protect the animals from temperature 
or humidly extremes and to provide for their health and well-being (March 12, 2013) 

3.3(e)(l)(i) Sheltered Housing Facilities... .repeated failure to maintain indoor floor areas in 
contact with dogs impervious to moisture 

3.3(e)(1)(h) Sheltered Housing Facilities... .repeated failure to maintain outdoor floor areas 
in contact with dogs impervious to moisture, when the floor areas are not exposed to the direct 
sun, or are made of a hard materials such as wire, wood, metal, or concrete 

3.11(c) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping, and Pest Control ....repeated failure to maintain the 
premises clean and in good repair
